He was second by a nose in the Richard 
Johnson Stakes, was third to Equipoise and Twenty Grand in the Pimlico 
Futurity, and third in the Belmont Futurity, after meeting strong interference 
when Jamestown was forced over on him. 

AT THREE Mate won seven races and $214,775, and was third by a few thou- 
sand dollars (to Top Flight and Twenty Grand) on the list of money-winning 
horses. He won the Preakness (beating Twenty Grand, Ladder, Equipoise, 
Clock Tower, etc.), American Derby (beating Pittsburger and Spanish Play, in 
track record time of 2:04 1-5), Classic Stakes (defeating Spanish Play and 
Twenty Grand in new track record time of 2:02 2-5), Kenner Stakes, Stanley 
Produce Stakes, Bowie and Thanksgiving Handicaps. He was second to Sun 
Beau in Hawthorne Gold Cup, third to Twenty Grand in Kentucky Derby in 
record time of 2:01 4-5, and third to Tambour and Tred Avon in Potomac 
Handicap, making heavy weight concessions. He was third in the Maryland 
Handicap, giving the winner 13 pounds. 

MATE also won, in America, the Challenger Invitation Purse and Thanksgiving 
Handicap. He was second in Bryan and O'Hara Memorial twice, second in 
Riggs, Washington Handicaps, and Whitney Gold Cup. He was third in Metro- 
politan, Brooklyn, Washington, Thanksgiving Handicaps, and in Wilson Stakes, 
Arlington Gold Cup, and Hawthorne Gold Cup. 

MATE comes from a strong family. His fourth dam, Stella, is also fourth dam 
of Trigo (Derby, St. Leger, Irish St. Leger, etc.), and Athford (Doncaster 
Cup, Great Jubilee Handicap, etc.). 

IN America, Mate was in the money 48 times in 63 starts and won $297,860. 


IN his English campaign, Mate won the Challenge Stakes, was second in the 
Coronation Cup (carrying 132 pounds, giving the winner 3), second in the 
Ayrshire Handicap (giving the winner 29 pounds), third in the City and Sub- 
urban Handicap (carrying 130, giving 12 to the winner, 17 to second), third 
in the Duke of York Handicap (giving the winner 9, the second horse 8 
pounds).

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Unfinished Business 

HE New Year brings with it the obligation 

upon the part of all connected with racing 
to take stock, to consider new policies in the 
light of changed conditions, to assemble their 
energies for problems which constitute the un- 
finished business of the sport of racing. Among 
the blessings which we must seek most diligently 
before we attain them there are a few toward 
which THE BLOOD-HORSE would especially invite 
the attention of its readers as worthy of their 
best efforts during the coming year. 

A general downward revision of pari-mutuel 
take-out percentages, and a firm stand against 
further increases in the taxation of public money 
handled by the race tracks; and a stronger ex- 
pression of public opinion against the absurd 
notion that dog racing should be allowed a 
higher take-out than horse racing. 

Encouragement of whatever measures are 
undertaken to mitigate the evil of handbooks, 
which benefit neither racing nor the public, but 
which, as parasites, have a most adverse effect 
upon the health of the sport. 

A solution to the starting problem, the im- 
mediate steps toward which should be a search- 
ing inquiry into the worth of the moving barrier 
and adoption of that device if it proves satis- 
factory, and, failing that, a new and more genu- 
ine effort to make the so-called Australian 
barrier acceptable to American jockeys. It does 
not seem reasonable that American horses are 
the only ones which cannot be restrained from 
running under the starting barrier before the 
proper time. 

Extension of the saliva test to the point where 
the winners of all races shall be tested for 
stimulants and such other horses may be tested 
as shall be designated by the stewards. 

A better balancing of condition books, with 
the quality of horses, as well as the quantity, 
given consideration in making the allotment of 
races to the various classes. This is a most im- 
portant matter and, it seems to us, one of the 
easiest of solution. Among the classes most 
neglected are 3-year-old fillies, the large number 
of horses of both sexes which are better than 
selling platers and not quite good enough to 


justify opportunities in stakes races, and the 
horses which would be better stayers than 
sprinters. If adequate provision were made for 
these classes of horses, it would do more than 
anything else toward solving the claiming race 
problem which has been so troublesome in the 
last few years.. 


Raising of the weight scale, reduction of the 
apprentice allowance so as to assure the jockey 
a greater permanence in his profession and finan- 
cial rewards in proportion to his ability. The 
present system gives too great an advantage to 
youth and inexperience, results in a needlessly 
low standard of horsemanship and character for 
the profession as a whole. 


Abandonment by officials of the notion that a 
five-day vacation will cause a jockey to discon- 
tinue foul riding and that a 30-day suspension 
will effect a permanent change in the character 
of a trainer who still insists on administering 
narcotics to his horses. There is no practical 
justification for the apparent belief of officials 
that they have discharged their duty of pro- 
tecting the public when they have administered 
a slap on the wrist. 


Limitation of the amount of racing to a 
quantity well within the powers of the various 
communities which are asked to support tracks. 
Before any such policy as this can be put into 
effect in any state it is necessary to have a rac- 
ing commission which controls the tracks, not a 
commission which is controlled by the tracks. 

Further testing of supposed improvements such 
as photographs of finishes, automatic timing, etc. 

Further extension of the use of the totalizator 
to replace the ordinary pari-mutuel machines. 

In summary, the sport of racing has been ac- 
corded in the last few years an unprecedented 
amount of public confidence, and it must recog- 
nize the necessity of doing everything in its 
power to maintain that confidence and to 
strengthen it by all possible measures. A New 
Year’s resolution is in order for every person or 
organization holding a responsible place in the 
sport. Let us do our best to make racing de- 
serve the good fortune which appears to be in 
store for it.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


DECEMBER 22. Snow, snow, snow, all day, big, 
soft flakes that stay—and with the ground 
frozen underneath it looks as though there will 
be a white Christmas for a change. For the 
third consecutive Sunday the horses have been 
indoors, so all there is to do is to spend the 
time after the Sunday papers are exhausted in 
rummaging through the stud books and similar 
light literature. It is astonishing how interested 
one can become in one of these more or less 
dry publications. One will start out looking for 
some mare or foal’s breeding and while turning 
the pages will be attracted by some familiar 
name or will see something of interest that one 
was not sure of, and it may be a long time be- 
fore one finds the thing originally looked for. 


DECEMBER 23. The snow stopped during the 
night, leaving about a four-inch spread blanket- 
ing the countryside. The mares and weanlings 
were soon gamboling about in it. It is amusing 
to see the actions of the little ones when they 
get their first snow bath. Snow is a great foot 
healer and many a foundered horse has been 
cured by turning him out in it. The youngsters 
were clamoring for a sleigh ride, and since it 
appeared much easier to do the job mounted, 
The Major, veteran of many a combat, was 
put to use and I mounted him bareback, ex- 
cept for the blanket, with a shank attached to 
the sleigh and held in one hand, to the great 
delight of the youngsters who have their times’ 
love of speed and enjoy the old horse’s fast trot 
down the road. 


DECEMBER 24. Christmas Eve and the work 
was got through in good order by noon with 
a half-holiday for all to attend to their own 
affairs, aided by the pay check which came a 
week ahead of time. It snowed again last night, 
and with a dropping thermometer the snow will 
stay. All the stock was out today and appeared 
to thrive in the going. At some farms it is 
customary to feed hay outside in the pastures 
when there is snow on the ground, but here we 
almost never do it. If the snow is not too 
deep the mares will get more exercise foraging 
around and pawing through to get the last taste 
of green left by the season now gone. I saw 
a mare doing just that right by a pile of nice 
hay put out for her benefit a couple of days ago 
on a nearby farm. 


DECEMBER 25. Christmas Day, a lovely morn- 
ing with a crisp tang in the air and the sun 
brilliant on snow-covered fields. Up early, for 
well understood reasons, I drove around the 
farm and found all the men on the job and saw 
the stock turned out, all in good order and glad 
to be at liberty. The good weather did not sur- 
vive the nooning and in the afternoon there was 
a blinding blizzard in full cry, with the drifts 
piling high about the yards. I believe the abso- 
lute zero of activities on the average stud is 
that period between Christmas and the New 
Year, for there is a holiday spirit prevailing and 
it is a good thing there is little to do, for no one 
feels much like doing. 


DECEMBER 26. Today the snow-plows were out 
on the farm roads so that we could get about a 
bit. The thermometer plummeted about 25 de- 
grees in 24 hours and at breakfast time the

mercury stood at 6 above zero. The horses were 
not turned out until mid-morning and were put 
up by mid-afternoon, but foraged around and 
appeared well satisfied. There is no doubt that 
the exercise is better for them than standing 
indoors. There are no heated stables around 
this farm and consequently little sickness from 
changing temveratures. All a horse wants is 
comfort, for he is a hardy animal when given 
the chance to be. I sometimes think we pamper 
Thoroughbreds a bit too much. 


DECEMBER 27. Another bitter cold day. The 
English papers came to hand today and it was 
interesting to scan the reports of the annual 
Newmarket December Sales. There is no doubt 


that the mare market is steadily improving 


everywhere. I noted that Jim Parkinson was 
buying a large number of mares and also stal- 
lions of all sorts for the Russians, in whose 
country bloodstock has sadly fallen off in num- 
ber since the pre-war days when many a good 
horse, Derby winners included, went to the land 
of the Romanoffs. Jim Russell was buying for 
the South African market and the ever busy 
British Bloodstock Agency got their usual large 
quota for all over the globe. Just how many 
were coming here I could not figure out.

Odds-on, Says Shaw 


ANTA ANITA’S meeting began in most aus- 

picious fashion and the first 10 days’ business 
should be excellent, for there are two Saturdays, 
Christmas, and New Year’s Day in that space. 
The California Horse Racing Board’s ban on free 
tickets is no handicap, for West Coast fans now 
appear to be accustomed to paying admission. 
The Santa Anita Derby and Handicaps are the 
outstanding features of the sport, of course, with 
the former decided on February 15 for a prize of 
$25,000 added and the latter stake on February 
22 for $100,000. The veteran Shaw believes that 
the weights for the Santa Anita Handicap, with 
the 130 maximum, 100 pounds minimum, make 
the race a gift for Discovery and that he should 
be odds-on, at least no better than evens at the 
moment.

Old Rosebud has heard and seen 
writers rave about intelligent heads, grace and 
beauty in Thoroughbreds, but this one takes the 
cake. 


& 
Good Intentions 


HE powers-that-be in New York racing are 

determined to rid the race track attendances 
of as many as possible of the “undesirable ele- 
ment” mentioned by Commissioner John Sloan 
during the season which probably will open at 
Jamaica on April 16 and close October 31, with 
171 days, five more than in 1935. The Jockey 
Club and the State Racing Commission never 
have had a “black list,” but the valiant Pinker- 
tons probaby will be spurred into even greater 
activity in guarding customers against rubbing 
elbows with known gangsters and thugs during 
the season just ahead. Every gathering at a pub- 
lic sporting event is bound to contain some per- 
sons one wouldn’t exactly care to meet socially. 
Fact is, race track crowds have a small quota of 
these. It will be smaller. 


Winter Tenants 


ONG ISLAND’S winter horse colony is the 

smallest in many years. The main Thorough- 
breds quartered on the Island are Omaha, Snark, 
White Cockade, and Teufel, all charges of 
“Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons, who himself is at 
Miami. The Derby training period in New York 
will be marked by the doings of Snark and the 
maiden Teufel, for the most part. At present 
there does not appear to be another top-notch 
candidate to that stakes in the Metropolitan area. 
Teufel showed enough during his juvenile cam- 
paign to encourage the suspicion he may emulate 
his half-brothers Canter and Single Foot. He is 
bred much like the Maryland sire, both being 
the progeny of sires carrying the Ben Brush and 
Domino cross. There is a report that Teufel’s 
underpinning is under suspicion. But Wheatley 
has two brothers, Snark and the speedy White 
Cockade, on which to rely. The latter, like 
Teufel, is a son of the grand stayer, Diavolo. 


VANDERGRIFT DIES 


Vandergrift, 24-year-old son of Ben Brush and 
Noonday, and hence a half-brother to High Time, 
died at the Garrett Watts farm, on the Harrods- 
burg Road, near Lexington, on December 29. He 
had been blind for about a year before his death. 
Vandergrift had sired such winners as Miss Hol- 
land, Double Van, Orchestra, Versailles, and 
Scooter. 
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NEW ENGLAND IMPRESSIONS 


ITH a virgin field, rich stakes, the presence 

of many of the best horses, an almost un- 
believeable attendance, New England in 1935 
has been one of the bright stars in the turf firm- 
ament. On the surface it would seem that “every 
prospect pleases” with racing firmly established 
in the favor of the people, the dissenters a neg- 
ligible minority. But old sentiments, old customs 
and beliefs die hard, and already there is organ- 
ized opposition to the continuance of the sport in 
Massachusetts. 


That some of this is the result of dog racing 
there may be no doubt. Then, too, as almost in- 
variably happens when the sport comes into a 
new, rich community, there were a few weaklings 
who could not accept the conditions in a sane 
and logical way and brought disgrace upon them- 
selves and on the sport. Racing, of course, gets 
the blame, when as a matter of fact the trans- 
gressors had a streak of the unworthy and stood 
waiting for the occasion to work it off. All of 
this is used as a strong talking point by the 
opponents of the tracks. 

It is a pity that the permit for the racing of 
dogs had to be tacked to the bill legalizing the 
Thoroughbred sport. This probably was neces- 
sary to get the bill through the Legislature, but 
that this clause had any effect on the overwhelm- 
ing vote of the people in favor of the sport I 
seriously doubt. The dog track at Boston was a 
veritable gold mine, netting the promoters ap- 
proximately $1,000,000. by the general report, 
which can be accounted a grand return for the in- 
vestment neccessary. Just why dog tracks should 
be permitted to take 15 per cent from all monies 
bet, while 10 per cent is all that horse tracks may 
take is one of the mysteries that baffles under- 
standing. Then, too, dog track promoters take 10 
per cent for their share. These promoters in the 
Bay State were thrown into something of a panic 
when it was proposed that the major part of the 
take-out should go to the State with the tracks 
getting only one-third. 

Killing the goose that lays the golden egg, 
they called it, evidently under the impression that 
a profit of about $300,000, based on the business 
of the current year, is unworthy of their work in 
the field of sport. A 10 per cent take for horse 
racing is a heavy tax, certainly about all the traf- 
fic will bear, but horse racing not only is a grand 
sport, but is a matter of tremendous economic 
importance, while the racing of greyhounds can- 
not by any stretch of imagination be put in the 
latter class. If the opposition should develop any 
power, dog racing will have been a factor in 
creating that power. 

A Massachusetts Racing Commissioner, speak- 
ing over the radio some time ago, made the 
statement that a comparison of attendance rec- 
ords with the amount of money wagered showed 
that the average daily betting per person through- 
out the season was less than $24 at the horse 
tracks and less than $14 at the dog tracks. A 
most amazing part of the statement was that the 
commission had more than 300 employees, but 
in accounting for this large number, inspectors 
only were named. Of course the actual racing 
was in charge of a small body of men who thor- 
oughly understood the work and why it should 
require such a force who knew nothing of the 
work to oversee the movements of a handful 
familiar with every detail is another of the mys-

teries, but possibly commonplace in the new era 
of racing for revenue. 


The lesson in Massachusetts for the year was 
that, however popular an innovation of public 
interest may be, it can be overdone. The Agawam 
course, the promoters of which were so ill ad- 
vised as to race in opposition to the Boston track, 
is now in the hands of a receiver, owing both the 
State and the builders. The State is covered by 
bond posted before the opening. In the tentative 
date arrangements already considered by the au- 
thorities of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, it 
would seem that little in the way of desirable 
dates would be left for the Springfield course. 


There is talk in Rhode Island of a move to 
amend the “take and break” section of the racing 
law, to give the State a bigger share in the di- 
vision of the income from the tracks. This has 
caused Walter E. O’Hara, the Pooh Bah of the 
sport in Little Rhody, to threaten to close Narra- 
gansett Park if such an amendment should be 
made. He says the State has received $1,854,- 
554.32. while the stockholders who risked their 
money have received only $437,500 in dividends. 
Evidently the crown sits none too easily on the 
heads of the new racing kings. 

While the racing in Massachusetts was the 
medium of great enthusiasm along all lines, 
there seemed to be an absence of the real sport- 
ing spirit, the feeling that the horse is the prin- 
cipal factor with everything else incidental to his 
place in the scheme. Within an hour’s drive of 
the Boston track, in a community where it was 
well known that the writer is interested in rac- 
ing, the first three persons I saw brought up the 
subject of racing at Boston. The first, a woman 
leader in the community, thought the track was 
fine and enjoyed being there, but what about the 
woman who bet her house on the horses? Next, 
a master mechanic was joyful because of the 
revenue the State had received. The third be- 
lieved that there must be something wrong with 
the racing because several riders were set down 
during the meeting. 

The first was not particularly interested in 
the fate of the woman who “bet her house away,” 
if it really happened, but the New England dollar 
consciousness was worried about money getting 
away without adequate return. The mechanic 
was thinking that a few pennies might have been 
lopped off his return by the rich racing revenue. 
The third commentator did not go into the matter 
far enough to learn that more than seven-eighths 
of the suspensions of riders are for rough riding, 
which comes more from overweening anxiety 
than from other causes. But not one of them 
mentioned a horse they had seen in a meritorious 
performance, though Top Row, Discovery, and 
other good horses were among the starters there. 
The horse and what he did was just something 
that had to be, but not of any material interest, 
on his own account. 

The rank and file of the attendance, naturally 
knew little of the theory of racing and breeding, 
or of the development of the Thoroughbred, and 
no attempt was made to interest them in the finer 
points of the sport, its importance from many 
angles, its economic magnitude, its appeal as a 
sport regardless, of the wagering angle. They 
therefore went their way in the belief that the 
mysterious combination of wires and gadgets, the 
tote, constituted racing, and that everything else 
was subordinated to the revenue-getter.

Sucker Money 


HERE are many adages to testify that the 

makers of future books should live merrily, 
not the least of which is that about a fool and 
his money, or the late Mr. Barnum’s pronounce- 
ment on sucker birth-rate. Even more convinc- 
ing is the first line of prices for the Santa Anita 
Handicap. Discovery, for example, is at 2 to 1, 
which is about what he will pay, if he runs and 
if he wins, through the pari-mutuel machines. 
Top Row, second in the prices, is at 4 to 1, Cav- 
alcade at 6 to 1. Ladysman is at 10 to 1, and 
Head Play at 12 to 1. *Azucar, Psychic Bid, 
Time Supply, and Only One were quoted at 15 
to 1, and at 20 to 1 were Ariel Cross, *Flamenco, 
Rosemont, and Stand Pat. I say were, because 
if anyone has been careless enough to bet $10 
on any of them, they’ve probably been cut. Refer- 
ence to a percentage table shows that the odds 
on these 13 horses give a percentage of 128.44, 
which is enough, in all conscience. And there 
are 70 other horses entered. 


Some idea of the liberality of this arrangement 
may be had by considering last year’s prices. You 
could have had 4 to 1 on Time Supply last De- 
cember. Time Supply, had he won, would have 
paid 12 to 1 in the mutuels. Twenty Grand, 12 
to 1 in December, would have paid 10 to 1 in the 
machines. In last season’s Kentucky Derby 
winter book 10 of the 19 shortest-priced horses 
failed to get to the post. Winter book favorites, 
you may have noticed, have a sad way of turn- 
ing up in the ruck, or of failing to start. As 
soon as it was generally known that Red Rain 
had a hoof injury, he was in a fair way to be- 
come a favorite for the 1936 Kentucky Derby, 
until Owner C. V. Whitney spiked the process 
by announcing that the Pennant colt would not 
be trained for the event. Trainer George Odom’s 
recent remark that he doubts Tintagel’s staying 
ability may cause the operators of winter books 
to boom the *Sir Gallahad III colt for the event. 


* & 
Weights 


HIS is in no sense to be considered as an at- 

tempt to forecast the result of the Santa 
Anita Handicap, since that small task has al- 
ready been performed by several better-qualified 
prophets. However, those who have said that 
Discovery has practically been given the race 
mixed in with his oats, by holding his impost 
to 130 pounds, may find mental rumination in 
Top Row’s Christmas Stakes, where the son of 
Peanuts, under 124 pounds, raced the mile in 
1:3545. Last year, you may remember, Ted 
Clark, under 100 pounds, ran the first mile in 
1:36, was well ahead of the field. He tired in 
the stretch, or quit, if you prefer, but was beaten 
only about five lengths for all the money, fin- 
ishing fifth. Top Row will be asked to carry 
116, or eight pounds less than he had up in his 
track-record mile. If he can repeat his perform- 
ance of Christmas Day, with eight pounds less 
in the saddle, he’ll take a lot of catching in the 
stretch. It is unquestionable that Top Row has 
considerably more class than Ted Clark, for his 
earlier performances indicate that while he can 
be beaten, he can’t be made to quit. I am, of 


course, aware that the element of time is not the 
whole story, or even, perhaps, its most impor- 
tant chapter. 


I am also aware that there are

plenty of horses in the race, many of them with 
light weights, that are capable of making a run 
at anybody’s champion. If Discovery wins, as 
he very possibly may, he’ll have been to the 
races, and he’ll owe the victory to his own stout 
performance, not to Secretary Everett’s weights. 


Allowances 


MONG the multifarious problems which the 

National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners will consider at their January meet- 
ing will be the allowance made to apprentice 
jockeys. The first thing that needs to be done, 
of course, is to raise the weights all around, but 
this will hardly come to pass in the immediate 
future. A raw rider needs an allowance, of 
course, as may be noticed from the fact that 
new boys finish rather far back, usually, in their 
first rides. Later, the weight allowance serves 
to balance inexperience to some extent. On the 
other hand, before the year of the allowance is 
up, many apprentices become reasonably finished 
riders, and deserve no advantage over most of 
the competition they meet. The older jockeys, 
though more experienced, are passed over for 
the five-pound allowance of the clever apprentice, 
which is hardly equitable. 


It would seem that such a situation might be 
met by an apprentice allowance which was 
graded, within a year from the date of a rider’s 
first winner, by the measure of his success. If, 
for example, the five-pound allowance is given 
at the beginning of the apprenticeship, this 
could be cut to four pounds after the twentieth 
winner. Another pound could be taken from the 
allowance after 40 winners had been ridden, 
with similar cuts after each twenty winners. 
Only a very few apprentices would lose all their 
allowance before the expiration of their first year 
in the saddle, and the allowance would at all 
times be proportioned to the degrees of ability 
which the rider had acquired. This would require 
a little bookkeeping by racing secretaries, but 
since jockey lists are published at the first of 
each month throughout the year, it should be 
no very difficult task. 


OMAHA JOGS 

On December 26 it was announced from London 
that 37 entries, the largest number for many 
years, had been made for the Ascot Gold Cup 
of 1936. Chief interest to American Turf follow- 
ers was the presence among them of William 
Woodward’s Omaha, champion 3-year-old of 1935. 
Omaha, meanwhile, was shipped from Mr. Wood- 
ward’s Belair Stud farm in Maryland to Aque- 
duct, where his early training will be in charge 
of James Fitzsimmons, Jr. It was announced 
that only light exercise under the stable shed was 
planned for the immediate future, with slow 
works over the track next on the training pro- 
gram. On December 30, Omaha’s owner watched 
him jog under saddle, said that the son of Gal- 
lant Fox showed no sign of his earlier disability. 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort is expected to visit 
New York soon to inspect the colt, and on his 
decision will rest Omaha’s invasion of England. 
Rumors have Omaha booked for passage on the 
Aquitania, which sails January 8, and on the 
Berengaria, which leaves New York January 29. 
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CALIFORNIA 


SANTA ANITA OPENS 


HEN Santa Anita Park opened for its inau- 

gural meeting on Christmas Day, 1934, it 
was very definitely an experiment, and though 
an unprecedented number of eastern owners had 
shipped horses to the Coast, it was not by any 
means certain to eastern observers that the ven- 
ture was not another bubble, filled with nothing 
but Hollywood publicity. Opening day did well 
enough, with $259,096, but the following day the 
turnover dropped abruptly to $84,154. Dr. 
Charles Strub optimistically stuck with his guns, 
saw the meeting grow to splendid success, with 
a pari-mutuel average of $244,559, and a reported 
profit to the operators of $1,000,000, though the 
track voluntarily cut its “take’’ from 8 per cent 
to 6 per cent during the last weeks. 

When the current meeting opened on Christmas 
Day, 1935, no similar uncertainty prevailed. Ap- 
proximately 45,000 persons jammed the park, 
sent $492,435 into the betting windows, and on 
the following day the betting reached $237,224. 
The first day’s crowd came out to see how A. A. 
Baroni’s Top Row would handle the 124 pounds 
which had been assigned him for the Christmas 
Stakes, and the son of Peanuts came through 
with a victory which was by a dangerously nar- 
row margin, but cut four-fifths of a second from 
the track record, running the mile in 1:354. 
The supporting attraction, a $1,200 purse, went 
to Mrs. P. A. Long’s Dartle, with Silvio Coucci 
in the saddle. On Saturday, December 28, the 
winner of the stakes event was Greentree’s 
*Soon Over, which won the six-furlong feature 
in exactly the same fractional time as the first 
three-quarters of Top Row’s mile had been run. 
Neither was pacemaker, however, as both came 
from far back in the stretch. The supporting 
feature on Saturday was an allowance race for 
2-year-olds, and went to Northway Stable’s Val- 
iant Fox, a son of Gallant Fox, which took the 
track from six other juveniles and won as he 
pleased. 

The graded handicaps which were so popular 
on the Coast last winter are again filling well 
at Santa Anita. On opening day a Grade B 
event resulted in a nose victory for the favorite, 
Highland Springs Stock Farm Stable’s Bartlett, 
a 3-year-9ld *Hand Grenade gelding. On the 
following day a Grade A event attracted seven 
California-breds, and ended in a closely locked 
finish, G. J. Giannini’s Sea Cliff winning by a 
head from Bonny Grafton, with the third horse, 
Kent, only a nose farther back. Highland 
Springs Stock Farm Stable was successful again 
in the Grade C event on December 28, when 
Davidor, a California-bred son of Runnymede, 
sailed home four lengths in front of his field. 
This event attracted 11 entries. 

A fairly good number of horses racing at 
Santa Anita are those which moved down from 
San Francisco tracks, but a number of invaders 
are also making their appearance. On the first 
Saturday, 39 horses which had not previously 
raced this fall on California tracks were among 
the entries. 


TRACK RECORD FOR TOP ROW 

A. A. Baroni’s Top Row (124) turned in a per- 
formance which raised his claims to considera- 
tion for the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap when 
he took up top weight, came from far back, won 
the Christmas Stakes ($5,000 added, all ages, 


one mile) at Santa -Anita on Christmas Day. 
Rushing up from eighth place in the last quar- 
ter, the small son of Peanuts turned in one of 
the fastest miles of the year, cut four-fifths of 
a second off the track record at Santa Anita, 
finishing the distance in 1:354. 

At the start Born Happy (3-y-o0, 100) broke 
into the lead, and was closely pressed by Blue- 
beard (3-y-0, 105). George Woolf held Top Row 
back from the pace, and raced in ninth place 
for a half-mile. At the end of that distance, 
Born Happy had burned out, and Bluebeard, 
though holding on for another quarter, could not 
keep H. C. Hatch’s Ariel Cross (3-y-0, 108%) 
from the lead. Ajaccio (116) sprinted to con- 
tention at this point, then fell away. With a 
quarter-mile to go, Woolf called on Top Row, 
and the Baroni racer moved forward with a rush. 
In a furlong he had caught all but Ariel Cross, 
and in the drive proved the best, beating the 
Ariel gelding by a neck. Third, after overcoming 
considerable interference, was Childs and Walk- 
er’s Marv (3-y-o, 103). The Mars gelding was 
three lengths behind Ariel Cross, five lengths in 
front of H. C. Hatch’s Crofter (105). Well scat- 
tered behind the leaders were *Soon Over (110), 
Regardless (105), Born Happy, Ajaccio, Blue- 
beard, and Toro Nancy (3-y-o, 10914). The win- 
ner was a favorite at 14 to 10. Time, :22%, :46, 
1:11, 1:3544 (mew track record), track fast. 
Stakes division, $4,600, $1,000, $500, $250.

He is the first foal 
of his dam, Too High, which won at two. She 
is also dam of the juvenile winner Milk. *High 
Born Lady won, and also produced the winners 


High Step, Highborn, and Bride Elect. *Lady 
Echline was dam of four winners. 
*SOON OVER WINS CLOSE RACE 

Greentree Stable’s *Soon Over (109) had to 


be very much the best to win the Santa Maria 
Handicap ($2,500 added, all ages, six furlongs) 
at Santa Anita December 28, for he encountered 
poor racing fortune throughout. Percy M. Pike’s 
Time Flight (3-y-o, 104) dashed to the front at 
the break and succeeded in opening up a good 
lead. First Barcarolle (3-y-0, 101), then Wise 
Daughter (114) went up to challenge, while the 
ultimate contenders remained well off the pace. 
At the end of a quarter mile, *Soon Over had 
but one horse beaten, Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Sound 
Advice (3-y-o0, 112). The Wise Counsellor colt 
moved up first, as Silvio Coucci, caught in close 
quarters with *Soon Over, was forced to take 
back and to the outside. In the last quarter the 


Buchan colt came very fast around the field, and 
though forced wide in the stretch succeeded in 
wearing down his opposition.

CARLETON F. BURKE’S REAPPOINTMENT 

At a luncheon in Los Angeles December 19, 
Governor Merriam presented Carleton F. Burke, 
chairman of the California Horse Racing Board, 
with a reappointment for four years. Norman 
W. Church, one of the most prominent of Cali- 
fornia breeders and owners, said after the lunch- 
eon: 

“The appointment of Mr. Burke assures the 
stability of racing in California. It was no sur- 
prise to me, but it is a source of great satis- 
faction to any of us who have large investments 
in race horses and breeding farms. Mr. Burke’s 
square deal methods in the past have convinced 
us that no shenanigan of any kind will be 
tolerated by him.” 


ELECTRIC EYE 


On three occasions last week, the electrically 
controlled photographs of the finishes of races 
at Santa Anita Park caused placing judges to 
reverse their decisions. On opening day, at the 
finish of the secondary feature, Sound Advice 
was called the winner, over Dartle, but the pho- 
tograph of the finish showed otherwise, and 
numbers were changed, giving the race to the

changes were made, reversing the placing of the 
third and fourth horses in one instance, of the 
second and third in another. There was immedi- 
ate contention from some sources that the cam- 
era was at the wrong angle, based on the fact 
that the photographs showed the outside horse 
to have the margin in each instance. Norris 
Royden pointed out, however, in Daily Racing 
Form, that for many years officials have been 
criticized on the ground that they almost invari- 
ably gave the decision to the inside horse, and 
that the photographed finishes were correcting 
the “angle” of the judges which favored the in- 
side racer. 


DISCOVERY AND CAVALCADE 

Discovery and Cavalcade, most prominent of 
the 83 candidates for the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap, reached the Los Angeles track De- 
cember 23. The Brookmeade colt arrived just 
after daybreak, with eight other Brookmeade 
horses, and was bedded down at once. Trainer 
R. A. Smith said the son of *Lancegaye had 
worked six furlongs in 1:22, under 145 pounds, 
the day before he left Columbia. 


Discovery, with two cars of Vanderbilt horses, 
was unloaded just after dark on the same day. 
He was allowed to rest a day, and on Christmas 
Day was out for a gallop around the track be- 
hind a lead pony. 


CHARITY PLANS 


A charity program which is expected to result 
in donation of about $50,000 to various organiza- 
tions is planned at the current Santa Anita 
meeting. Dr: Charles Strub, president of the 
Log Angeles Turf, said December 28 that “out” 
money—unpaid pari-mutuel wagers, resulting 
from loss or destruction of pari-mutuel tickets, 
failure to claim bets—will be given to charity, 
and that the club would add an equal amount to 
that of the ‘out’? money, and would let a pub- 
lishers’ committee decide on disposal of the 
money. 


CHEMIST TRIES AGAIN 

Heavy rains near the end of the Bay Meadows 
meeting having nullified efforts to treat the adobe 
soil chemically to prevent the sticky going which 
cuts entries so heavily, Chemist J. W. Jones will 
make another attempt before the opening next 
spring. If this proves ineffective, Assistant 
Manager Jack McKenzie said, a foot of top soil 
will be applied, despite the heavy expense of such 
a step. 


BOBBY MERRITT TO MARRY 


It was announced December 28 that Bobby 
Merritt, one of the leading jockeys during the 
last two years, would be married in February to 
Miss Blanche Redwine, of Kansas City, Mo., 
whose performances on the stage and over the 
radio have been made under the name of Babs 
Ryan. Merritt’s 1935 contract contained a clause 
preventing the rider from marrying, but that 
for 1936, recently signed with Richard Howe and 
the Sage Stable, contains no such restriction. 


SNOWFALL in central Kentucky during the 
eight days ending December 29 totaled 16.6 
inches. 
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AQUEDUCT’S STAKES 

S earlier stories had indicated, the Aque- 

duct summer meeting will be featured by 
nine stakes events, an increase of four over the 
1935 summer meeting, and added money to these 
events has been increased from $28,000 to $40,500. 
Four stakes events, the Shevlin, Gazelle, Tremont, 
and Astoria Stakes, are revivals of events which 
haa been allowed to drop. The Gazelle, for 3- 
year-old fillies, and the Astoria, for 2-year-old 
fillies, are apparently in response to the recent 
demand for better opportunities for fillies. The 
five events which made up last year’s program 
have been retained, with no change in endow- 
ment.

DATE QUESTION UP 


Several tentative date schedules for New York 
tracks will be considered at a meeting of The 
Jockey Club on January 9, and dates for the 
New York season will be decided upon. At 
present the proposed schedule calls for 171 days 
of racing, or five more than in 1935. Jamaica 
is to open the season, probably on April 16, and 
officials there have asked for a 21-day meeting. 
Belmont Park will follow, with tentative opening 
date set at May 11. The meeting there will close 
June 6, on which date it is proposed to run the 
Belmont Stakes. The Withers Stakes is now set 
for May 23. Aqueduct will probably be the third 
track to open, though Empire City, which comes 
next, has made some objection to the allotting of 
both Independence Day and Labor Day to the 
Aqueduct track, Saratoga has asked for a meet- 
ing in August, with the request that it should 
not run into September. Aqueduct will open the 
fall season, with Belmont Park, Jamaica, and 
Empire City following in order. The season will 
probably end October 31. 

The only alteration in the order of New York 
meetings is that Belmont Park will open im- 
mediately after the Aqueduct session, instead of 
following Jamaica, as it did in 1935. 


STABLING PLANS 


A closer cooperation between Jamaica, Aque- 
duct, and Belmont Park in the matter of stabling 
facilities was promised in a statement issued 
December 29 by Louis Francis, track superin- 
tendent at Aqueduct. Formerly, Superintendent 
Francis said, owners have written to all three of 
the Long Island tracks, and have been assigned 
stalls at all three, an arrangement frequently re- 
sulting in the refusal of space to others. This 
year stabling arrangements at each track will be 
on file with the other two, and it is believed that 
many more horses can be accommodated. This 
is especially true as regards Belmont Park, where 
about 70 per cent of the stabling room is under 
yearly lease to various owners and there are few 
accommodations for transients. It is expected 


‘was the $1,000 Sarasota Purse, 


that 2,600 horses can be placed at the three 
tracks. 

The suggestion has been made that free trans- 
portation from one track to another of horses to 
be raced the same day be furnished by an asso- 
ciation of tracks. The cost would not be prohibi- 
tive, and a much larger number of horses could 
be made available. Many of the larger stables 
have privately owned vans which are used to 


* move horses between the different tracks. 


TIPSTER CASE 

Chailenges of the validity of indictments ob- 
tained by New York State in its inquiry into 
tipster services were made at Ballston Spa De- 
cember 28, and arguments were set for January 
6. Pleas of not guilty which had been entered 
by Joseph Rifici and seven others connected 
with the Tru-Sports Publishing Company, and 
by Harry Turner and Irving Bush, were with- 
drawn by counsel, who filed demurrers to the 
indictments. Previous demurrers had been filed 
by Lester W. Bloch, Albany attorney, in behalf 
of several other defendants, on the ground that 
the Saratoga grand jury was without jurisdiction, 
and that Assistant Attorney S. J. Mauhs had 
exceeded his authority in prosecuting the cases. 

Sam Myerson and Sol King, extradited from 
Miami, Florida, a week earlier, were held on 
bond of $15,000 each. Both entered pleas of not 
guilty, with the right to withdraw the plea and 
file a demurrer before January 6. 


FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK 
OOD crowds continued to attend the racing 
at Tropical Park during the week which 

ended December 28, though they had considerable 

trouble in finding winners. On Christmas Day 
about 15,000 were present, but could not find even 

a second choice on the seven-race card. Long 

shots came in with unbroken regularity, though 

Hymn and Chimney Top, as one sports writer 

pointed out, should have been good “hunch” bets 

on Christmas Day. Most surprising of all was 
the handy victory of C. W. Muller’s *Golden 

Rock II, which scored a two-length triumph over 

the odds-on Denemark entry of Top Dog and 

Chasar. About a week earlier *Golden Rock II 

had finished a fairly bad fifth behind Advising 

Anna and Chasar, both of which he beat in the 

Christmas Day Handicap, and shifts in weight 

assignments amounted to only about five pounds. 

Victories at long odds were no novelty to the 

Craganour horse, however, as three of his five 

previous victories this year were at odds of 714, 

11, and 36 to 1. 

On Saturday, December 28, form players had 
a somewhat better day, with two favorites and 
two split choices winning. The featured event 
which went 
to Odessa Farms Stable’s Don Creole in a close 
finish. The winner was the favorite, as was 
Wheatley Stable’s Bellum, winner of the all-aged 
maiden race which was the only other non-claim- 
ing event on the card. A good crowd was out 
on this day, as the rather chill weather had mod- 
erated considerably. 


TRACK TREATED AT HIALEAH PARK 
Considerable improvement in the racing strip 
at Hialeah Park is reported by E. R. Burch, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the track. To bring the oval 
to its present condition, work was begun in the 
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fall of 1934, when 3,800 cubic yards of top-soil 
were spread to a two-inch depth. At the end of 
the winter racing last season, fertilizer was 
spread over the surface. In October of 1935, all 
matter that had not fully decayed was removed, 
and 1,850 cubic yards of grey sand, dredged from 
Biscayne Bay, was spread over the track to a 
depth of one inch. When this had been worked into 
the top soil, the result was a fine cushion, accord- 
ing to Mr. Burch, and clockers at Hialeah Park 
report that the strip is very fast. 


TINTAGEL’S CHANCE 


Those who have been rating Marshall Field’s 
Futurity winner Tintagel as one of the more like- 
ly choices for 3-year-old classics this year receiv- 
ed a check December 27 when George Odom, 
trainer of the son of *Sir Gallahad III, expressed 
a doubt of his charge’s ability to stay. Tintagel 
headed a shipment of 25 which Trainer Odom took 
to Miami from Columbia, S. C. He is regarded as 
one of the likely choices for the Florida Derby, 
but his presence in that event, Trainer Odom 
said, depends wholly on how he trains during the 
next months. Continued the trainer: 


“If he does nicely and comes up to it satisfactor- 
ily, he’ll start. If he doesn’t, he’ll have to await 
another day. Personally, I’m not entirely satis- 
fied that he’s a stayer. He strikes me as one who 
would be better suited by seven furlongs. I hope 
I’m wrong.” 


LOUISIANA 


FAIR GROUNDS 


ISQUALIFICATIONS were practically the 

rule at the Fair Grounds during the week 
which ended December 28, three coming in 
three days. On Christmas Day the odds-on Gold 
Step, finishing second in the fourth race, was 
set back for coming over on Red Diamond in 
the stretch. The latter, forced to take up, fin- 
ished last. The principal event of the day was 
the Christmas Handicap, an overnight event for 
horses of all ages, with a purse of $1,500. The 
winner was Oican, owned by Miss A. Marlman, 
and had previously been running for as little as 
$1,000 in the claiming division. On Friday, De- 
cember 27, disqualifications occurred in successive 
races. In the first case it made little difference 
in the result, since Late News, the disqualified 
horse, finished in fourth place, and the ruling 
meant only that S. Elliott, whose French Maid 
finished fifth, got $10 in fourth money. In the 
following race S. J. Sharp’s Eddy Lee, finishing 
second, was set back. According to reports from 
the track, Eddy Lee would have won had his 
rider, T. Taylor, given him the same attention 
that he devoted to H. Waldrop’s Wise Advocate. 
After repeated interference, J. O'Malley, on the 
ultimate winner, finally used his whip to clear 
himself, and the horses came to the finish with 
Taylor holding Wise Advocate’s bridle, as well 
as the reins of his own mount. He was suspended 
30 days for the foul. 

Miserable weather and a sloppy track cut en- 
tries and attendance on Saturday. The feature 
was a six-furlong overnight handicap, with a 
$1,000 purse, and was won by B. Hernandez’s 
Indiantown, coupled with the 2-year-old Zuni, 
which finished third. Indiantown merely gal- 
loped, holding the track at all stages, and win- 
ning by four lengths. 


FOUR RULED OFF 

As the outcome of a tampering case, reported 
in last week’s issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, stew- 
ards at the Fair Grounds ruled from the Turf 
four men, Joseph Kilmurray, William Murphy, 
white, and Charles Martin and John Jones, 
negroes. Officials said investigation might lead 
to apprehension of others. It was reported, with- 
out official sanction, that horses of one owner 
had been ordered removed from the grounds, and 
his trainer’s license revoked. The four men in- 
volved were in jail at New Orleans, charged with 
vagrancy pending further investigation. 
RULINGS 

On December 21 stewards at the Fair Grounds 
ruled from the Turf Charles Martin and John 
Jones, negroes, and Joe Kilmurray and William 
Murphy, on a charge of tampering with horses. 
On December 23 the suspension of Apprentice 
W. Bradshaw was terminated by order of the 
stewards. On December 23 William Lang was 
suspended 10 days and fined $25 for striking C. 
Mojena with his whip. On December 30 Ap- 
prentice T. Taylor was suspended 30 days for 
repeated fouling on the subsequently disqualified 
Eddy Lee. 


AUCTIONEER PROTESTS PRIVATE SALE 


In the recent sales held at Newmarket Prince 
Aly Khan, son of His Highness the Aga Khan, 
had entered the mare Columba, a 5-year-old 
daughter of Colorado. Before the sale Prince 
Aly sold the mare privately to the American 
breeder Ralph Beaver Strassburger, who main- 
tains a stud in France. When the sale reached 
Lot 143, Auctioneer Somerville Tattersall said: 

The next lot, Columba, has been withdrawn, sold 
privately. This is totally contrary to our rules, and 
if we permit this to pass without comment it would 
destroy the confidence of buyers who have travelled 
a long way to the sales. I have good reason for 
thinking that Columba, if put up, would have made 
about £3,000. We will not permit this to happen again 
if we can help it. 

American auction sales ethics are different. 
If a horse which has been catalogued is sold 
privately before the auction, the auctioneer col- 
lects his customary 5 per cent of the sale price, 
raises no cain about it. 


ON the night before the running of the Santa 
Anita Handicap, the Los Angeles Turf Club 
plans a Handicap Ball, and President Hal Roach 
has appointed a committee to complete arrange- 
ments. The largest gathering of prominent 
horsemen in the history of California is expected.

OHIO 


BREAKS 

TZTTING in Ohio during 1935 totaled $6,982,- 

478, as compared to $8,251,555 in 1934, ac- 
cording to a final report of the Ohio Racing 
Commission, despite the fact that the season 
(273 days) contained three more racing days 
than in 1934. The State’s tax amounted to 
$98,981.50 from the tax on pari-mutuels, which 
was increased to $106,311 by fees for registra- 
tion of jockeys, trainers, and owners. Attendance 
figures were not available, as Secretary George 
E. Gates of the racing commission said that so 
many passes had been handed out during the 
year that no estimate of attendance could be 
made. 

Particular stress was laid on the fact that 
the breakage law iu Ohio yielded operators 
$108,422.48 during the year, or more than the 
amount of the State’s tax revenue. Breakage is 
figured to the dime in Ohio, and amounted to 
about $400 daily for track operators. Though 
10 per cent of pari-mutuel pooling also is re- 
tained by the tracks, nearly every race meeting 
in Ohio proved a losing venture in 1935, with the 
exception of Dayton, where a riot on the grounds 
caused cancellation of the operators’ license. 
DOGS IN OHIO 

Proponents of dog racing will have a bill to 
legalize that potential source of revenue intro- 
duced into the coming Ohio Legislature, with 
Senator Edward Waldvogel as sponsor of the 
measure, according to Bob Saxton, of the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer. To the statement that dog racing 
would do considerable injury to horse racing in 
Ohio, Saxton added: 

There is little or no sport to dog racing and no 
necessity for bringing up a measure that was beaten 
three times in one Legislature. Senator Waldvogel 
would bring a cloak of decency to the measure by pro- 
viding that the state’s share realized from dog racing 
would go to the old-age pension fund. 


Horse racing this year brought less than $100,000 
gross to the state. When the expenses of administer- 
ing the horse act are deducted it will be seen that 
Ohio’s net benefit will be less than $75,000. There is 
no reason to believe that the canine alleged sport 
would do any better. The Ohio Legislature should do 
with Senator Waldvogel’s measure what it did with 
previous proposed bills along the same line. 


ALAMO DOWNS 

T Alamo Downs, where Texas racing resumed 

January 1, after an intermission during the 

holiday period, a rather elaborate “open house” 
was held by the management on the Sunday 
before opening day, December 29. Several thou- 
sand persons attended, and in addition to the 
usual introduction of officials, prominent jockeys 
and owners, and the very careful exposition of 
the betting devices and the method of placing 
wagers, the track offered three exhibition races, 
on which wagers, of course, were not taken. 

Judge William Henry Shelley, racing secretary 
of the meeting, has expressed himself as highly 
pleased with the horses stabled at the San An- 
tonio track, and has predicted good racing there, 
saying that the class of horses compares favor- 
ably with those at mid-western tracks last sum- 
mer. The management has announced that with 
the exception of horsemen and their employees, 
and members of the working press, no badges 
will be issued. Admission has been cut to 40 
cents, and President Raymond Russell has an- 
nounced a rigid policy against passes.

FOALS OF 1935 

According to a report from Fred J. E. Klees, 
registrar of The Jockey Club, 4,900 foals of 1935 
have been registered to December 28. This repre- 
sents an increase of 67 over the 1934 figure, but 
is still below the number for 1933, when 5,017 
were registered, not including a few dozen late 
registrations. About 1,700 breeders are repre- 
sented in the 1935 list. 
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DEATH OF *WRACK 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is chagrined to report some 
two months late that *Wrack was destroyed 
October 24 at the Ellerslie Stud of his owner, 
Arthur B. Hancock, at Charlottesville, Va. 
Foaled in 1919, he died with the distinction of 
having sired the winners of a greater amount of 
money than any other stallion of his time ($2,- 
455,708 to the end of 1934). He was represented 
by a crop of 2-year-olds last year, but for the 
last three years has been little used for breeding. 
He was a bay horse (a pure dominant for coat 
color) by Robert le Diable out of Samphire, by 
Isinglass, second dam the great Chelandry. He 
was bred by Lord Rosebery, under whose colors 
he raced successfully on the flat and over hur- 
dles, winning 16 races and $35,425 in first monies. 
At the close of his racing eareer he was pur- 
chased by Mr. Hancock and brought to America, 
where his success as a stock horse was immedi- 
ate. He was well up on the sire list continuously 
from 1920 through 1931. His best get included 
Blazes, Careful, Knobbie, Little Chief, Single 
Foot, Fair Star, Laura Dianti, Petee-Wrack, 
Single Step, and many other good ones.

KEENELAND’S SPRING MEETING 


ONSTRUCTION of the non-profit track at 

Keeneland was far enough advanced Decem- 
ber 28 for President Hal Price Headley to an- 
nounce tentative plans for a spring meeting in 
1936, though he emphasized the fact that pro- 
longed inclement weather might prevent com- 
pletion of the track. Assuming that work pro- 
ceeds on schedule, the inaugural meeting at the 
Keeneland track will open Saturday, April 11, 
run to Thursday, April 23. This is just ahead 
of the Churchill Downs meeting, which will begin 
Saturday, April 25. 

The spring meeting will have a _ 3-year-old 
stakes as its principal feature, with smaller 
stakes events for juveniles and handicap horses 
as supporting attractions. The spring 3-year-old 
stakes will probable be a revival of the old Blue 
Grass Stakes, run at the old Kentucky Associa- 
tion track until 1926, when Bubbling Over was 
the winner. The juvenile race will have about 
$2,000 added. Purses will average $800, Presi- 
dent Headley said, with the minimum at $600, 
and with a daily feature of $1,000 or $1,200. 

As features of the autumn program, a revival 
of the old Breeders’ Futurity is planned, as well 
as a championship stakes for entire colts and 
mares, to be endowed with $20,000 or $25,000. 
This race, which is expected to attract the best 
horses of the handicap division, may be on a 
weight-for-age or a handicap basis. 

The first race of the inaugural meeting will 
be for maiden fillies, as a gesture toward the 
increase of filly opportunities, and a cup, as well 
as the purse, will be presented to the owner of 
the winner. The McGinnis barrier, a_ single 
strand of webbing, will be used at the meeting, 
with a possibility that the Lexington Barrier, 
designed for a walk-up start, will be used to 
send the 2-year-olds away. 


RACING COMMISSION RESIGNS 

In compliance with newly-elected Gov. A. B. 
Chandler’s request, all members of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission have sent in their 
resignations, effective at the governor’s pleasure. 
None has been accepted, and Governor Chandler 
has given no indication of his intentions as re- 
gards a commission. The same policy has been 
applied to all offices held by appointment of the 
governor. Members of the present commission 
are Chairman Polk Laffoon, W. E. Smith, Sewell 
Combs, Frazer D. LeBus, and Theodore E. 
Mueller. Thomas R. Underwood is secretary to 
the commission. 


DEATH OF W. F. KNEBELKAMP 

William F. Knebelkamp, 65, died at his home 
at Harrods Creek, Ky., December 31 of a com- 
plication of heart trouble. Mr. Knebelkamp, 
a brother to C. H. (Pat) Knebelkamp, was owner 
of the Louisville Colonels, American Association 
baseball team, and owned a small stable of Thor- 
oughbreds.

INCE the annual round of racing in England 
does more to set the fashions for Thorough- 
bred bloodlines the world over than any other 
set of results in the world, the average American 
breeder could profitably devote a few minutes 
to the study of the pedigrees of important horses 
which have come upon the English scene during 
the past year.

Without undertaking to make a complete an- 

alysis of the material presented above, I should 

like to point out a few of the more noticeable 
features. 

The young stallion Fairway, whose first crop 
came to the races in 1934, is represented on the 
list by no fewer than six good stakes-winning 
2-year-olds, namely, Daytona, Embuche, Pay Up, 
Stratton Street, Thrustaway, and Tide-way. In 
fact, all but two of his eight 2-year-old winners 
in 1935 were winners of important races. Be- 
sides these he was represented by six 3-year-old 
winners, including the good racers Fairbairn, 
Fair Trial, and Hairan (half-brother to *Royal 
Minstrel). During the flat-race season the two 
crops by Fairway won 26 races and £24,757%, 
placing him second to Blandford on the sire list. 
Fairway is by Phalaris out of Scapa Flow, by 
Chaucer, and is thus bred very much like *Phara- 
mond II and *Sickle, which are by Phalaris out 
of a Chaucer mare. 

One of the strongest strains now available 
anywhere is that of *Teddy, bred in France, 
now standing at K. N. Gilpin’s Kentmere Stud 
at Boyce, Va. *Teddy figures as the grandsire 
of Abjer, Barra Sahib, and Wheatfield, and is 
also in the pedigree of Boswell through *Sir 
Gallahad III. 

The name of William the Third; son of St. 
Simon, is seen in an unusual number of the pedi- 
grees. 

For years the name of the American-bred 
Americus (Rey del Caredes) has been cropping 
up steadily in the pedigrees of some of the best 
English horses. Among the 1935 2-year-olds he 
figured in the pedigrees of three of the very best, 
Mahmoud, Paul Beg, and the filly Sansonnet, 
which is given a higher rating in the Free Handi- 
cap than any other member of her sex. 

There is comparatively little close inbreeding 
in the pedigrees of the best youngsters. The 
most intensive doubling up is seen in Spion 
Bridge, which is not rated very high in the Free 
Handicap. Spion Bridge’s sire and second dam 
are both by Spearmint out of Gallinule mares. 
The only other instance of inbreeding with less 
than four free generations is in the case of Day- 
tona, which is by Fairway (by Phalaris, by 
Polymelus) out of Grande Vitesse, second dam 
Lanessa, by Corcyra (by Polymelus). 

The Blandford tribe goes marching on as usual. 
Bala Hissar, Midstream, and Harina, are by 
Blandford, and Mahmoud and the unnamed Boss- 
over colt are by his son Blenheim, while the lesser 
Wheatfield is by Trigo. 


NEWMARKET TOTALS 

Last week THE BLOOD-HORSE gave a prelim- 
inary report on the results of the Newmarket 
December sales. Final figures on the auctions 
were 697 lots, sold for 213,279 guineas, average 
306 guineas ($1,606, counting the guinea at 
$5.25). Last year at the Newmarket December 
sales, the average was 29314 guineas.

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COMMISSIONERS’ PROGRAM 


TENTATIVE program for the annual winter 
meeting of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners, to be held in Miami 
January 14, 15, 16, and 17, has been drawn up by 
President Walter Donovan, and was announced 
last week by Secretary Thomas R. Underwood. 
The first business program will be held Tues- 
day, January 14, at 9 a. m. An address of wel- 
come will be made by Carl G. Rose, chairman of 
the Florida Racing Commission, and a response 
will be given by Ralph H. George, chairman of 
the New Hampshire Commission. An address by 
President Donovan, and a report of Secretary 
Underwood will be followed by the appointment 
of the nominating committee. Other events of 
the first business session will be the presentation 
of recommendations from the American Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association, the Thorough- 
bred Club of America, and the American Trainers 
Association. 

The second business meeting, at 9 o’clock the 
following morning, will be opened by an address 
by Gov. Dave Sholtz, of Florida, and will include 
the election of officers for the year. Three re- 
ports of committees make up the _ principal 
business of the session. A rules committee, of 
which Leo Spitz (Illinois) is chairman, will make 
recommendations on the following points: jockey 
agents; penalties imposed on those convicted of 
violation of state or federal narcotic laws; ap- 
prentice jockey allowance; uniformity of penal- 
ties; uniform rules formed by codification of 
existing rules; trainers’ licenses; and examina- 
tion of racing plates. This will be followed by 
discussion of new rules adopted during the year 
and intended for uniform application. A com- 
mittee headed by Edwin J. Brown (Washington) 
will make a report on illegal handbook opera- 
tions, and Secretary Thomas R. Underwood will 
report on the exchange of bulletins by racing 
officials, under the heads of immediate report 
by racing officials of penalties, rulings, and the 
like; complete reports at end of meetings; uni- 
form reporting system; and report of claims for 
Turf publications. 

On the morning of January 16, after unfinished 
business has been cleared up, an address will be 
made by Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of the 
New York Racing Commission. A discussion of 
the use of the photographic finish will be made 
by Harry I. Day; Charles Williams will discuss 
jockey insurance; and Harry J. Anslinger, nar- 
cotic commissioner, will speak on the control of 
stimulants and narcotics. The meeting will close 
with an address by John B. Campbell, racing 
secretary for the five New York tracks, and for 
several other tracks. 

The final business meeting, on Friday January 
17, will include an address by Marshall Cassidy, 
well-known steward, and reports of various com- 
mittees. The meeting will close with the installa- 
tion of new officers and the appointment of 
standing committees, and the site of the next 
annual meeting will be decided. 

The members of the national association will 
go, in the afternoons, to Tropical Park on the 
first two afternoons of the meeting, and to 
Hialeah Park on the remaining two. Various 
social events and entertainments are planned for 
the evenings.

ENGLISH TURF TOPICS 


By THE BRITON 
Omaha and the Gold Cup 


S we make the round of the ’chasing meet- 

ings in dank December, muffled up to the 
ears and peering through the mist to watch the 
old pot-boilers beating each other for 70 
sovereigns, it seems a far cry to “Flaming June” 
and Royal Ascot. But we are reminded of the 
1936 celebration on the beautiful Berkshire 
course by the publication in the current issue of 
the Racing Calendar of the entries for the Ascot 
Gold Cup. 

Ascot authorities are to be complimented upon 
increasing the value of this most coveted of all 
racing trophies. The added money has been in- 
creased by 500 sovereigns, and the sweepstakes 
raised from 25 sovereigns for entries, 50 sov- 
ereigns for starters, to 50 sovereigns and 100 
sovereigns respectively. Assuming ten runners 
for the race next June, the winning owner will 
receive 6,750 sovereigns, compared with the 4,850 
sovereigns which was Sir Abe Bailey’s reward 
when Tiberius won this year. 

Numerically, the entry for 1936 is the strong- 
est for many years. There are 37 nominations, 
including eight made in Paris, but by far the 
most interesting candidate is William Wood- 
ward’s champion Omaha. Invariably we find the 
crack performers from the Continent challeng- 
ing for the Ascot Cup, but with the exception of 
Massine in 1924, all have been beaten. In 1929, 
America sent a most worthy challenger in Reigh 
Count, defeated in a great finish by the doughty 
stayer Invershin. The question is whether 
Omaha is a shade better horse than was Reigh 
Count? If he is, and providing he thrives when 
he comes under Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort’s 
charge at Newmarket, then I predict that he 


‘will start favorite for, and win, what we are 


pleased to term the greatest cup race in the 
world. 

This Ascot Cup entry, strong in numbers, is 
by no means formidable in point of class. At 
this period last year, we were looking forward 
to a wonderful race between Windsor Lad, 
Brantome, Felicitation and Tiberius. There is 
nothing from England and France in the present 
entry worthy to be rated within 10 pounds of 
any one of these four celebrities. In a later 
dispatch I will give my idea of the relative 
merits of the candidates in the form of a handi- 
cap. I shall have no hesitation in making 
Omaha top-weight. None has a record compar- 
able with the Kentucky Derby winner. 

Of the “Frenchmen,” we may be sure that any 
sent across to compete will be endowed with the 
requisite stamina, but without exception they 
can be dismissed as lacking the essential class. 

Best of the home division is Lord Derby’s 
Bobsleigh, but he has been a most difficult colt 
to train and the odds are great against his being 
fit for the fray. Bobsleigh’s stable companions, 
Plassy and the Oaks winner Quashed, Lord As- 
tor’s Field Trial, Lord Glanely’s Buckleigh, and 
Marshall Field’s J. R. Smith appear the pick of 
the remainder. They are good, but they are not 
in the Bahram class. What a pity that we can- 
not anticipate the clashing of H. H. Aga Khan’s 
triple crown winner with Omaha! 

I do not know what plans have been made for 
preliminary races for Omaha on our tracks next 
season. I note that he has been entered for the 
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Coronation Cup, run over the Epsom Derby 
course. Reigh Count won this race in 1929, a 
fortnight before his bold Ascot bid. In 1936 
there is an interval of three weeks between the 
Epsom and Ascot events, which is a desirable 
arrangement. 

It may be of interest to recall the other races 
which Reigh Count contested. The chestnut son 
of *Sunreigh—*Contessina first carried Mrs. J. 
D. Hertz’s silks in this country in the Lingfield 
Handicap in April, 1929. He was top-weight, 
ridden by C. Lang, started favorite, and ran un- 
placed. With the same jockey in the saddle, he 
was top-weight and unpiaced in the Newbury 
Spring Cup about a week later. He did no better 
for Lang in the Kempton Park Great Jubilee 
Handicap in mid-May, again under top-weight. 
Then, with Joe Childs riding, came his thrilling 
Coronation Cup success at Epsom—a short head 
verdict over Athford, with Plantago, balked by 
the winner, close up third of nine. In the Ascot 
Gold Cup, Childs was not available to take the 
mount, and it was Harry Wragg who rode Reigh 
Count into second place, beaten two lengths, to 
Invershin, in a field of 13, the biggest muster 
for the race in post war years. 

Entries are to hand for a number of the im- 
portant spring handicaps of 1936. It is satis- 
factory to note that in every case the number of 
nominations shows an increase on last year’s 
figures. 

Kellsboro’ Jack’s Rider 

I was pleased to hear news of Dudley Williams, 
former rider for the Hon. Mrs. Aubrey Hastings’ 
stable, and pilot of Kellsboro’ Jack in 1933 Grand 


National. Williams made a wonderful recovery 
from serious injuries received at Hurst Park in 
February of last year. For a long time he lay 
at death’s door, his case being regarded as almost 
hopeless. Eventually he had treatment for his 
spinal trouble, which was cured by manipulative 
surgery. So impressed was Williams by this 
that he decided to forsake riding, and with the 
help of F. Ambrose Clark, became a student of 
manipulative surgery at a South American Uni- 
versity. We hear that Dudiey is progressing 
well and has passed examinations in the subjects 
which he is studying. Everyone will wish him 
the best of luck.

Paid Stewards 


O° Jockey Club stewards are not apt to do 
things with a flourish of trumpets. Tucked 
away among a number of unimportant notices in 
the Racing Calendar are the following lines: 

Mr. Egerton brought forward the revised scheme for 
the appointment of Stewards’ Secretaries which was 
passed. 

This brief announcement represents one of the 
most momentous reforms in the administration 
of the British Turf since the formation of the 
Jockey Club some two and a half centuries ago. 
Even ten years back, the idea of employing pro- 
fessional stewards—for that, in effect; is what 
the notice means—would not have been enter- 
tained. With the advent of the totalizator, the 
progressives among racing folk were encouraged 
to press for other reforms, and in recent years 
it has been known that the Jockey Club was 
sympathetic towards the scheme for appointing

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stipendiary stewards, but pleaded the lack of 
funds as a reason for making no move. There is 
the prospect of the totalizator making its first 
substantial contribution to racing as the result 
of the 1935 working—£50,000 is the grant antici- 
pated—and with part of this sum, and a contri- 
bution from the various executives of the monies 
levied on course bookmakers, the stewards will 
be in a position to maintain their “paid secre- 
taries.” 

The reformers will then have only one of their 
pet schemes to press for—-the overnight declara- 
tion of runners. To achieve this, they will have 
to overcome the prejudice of owners, and more 
particularly trainers, but I expect it will be 
sanctioned before long. 

I am old-fashioned and conservative enough to 
regret that the Jockey Club deems it necessary 
to appoint paid officials to keep clean the Sport 
of Kings. It would be folly to state that the 
conduct of the game is absolutely above reproach, 
but I am sure that the standard maintained by 
the honorary stewards who have adiainistered 
the admirable rules of racing is higher than in 
any other country. This view has been borne out 
by every visitor to our tracks who has been 
qualified to express an opinion. 

Our aristocratic stewards may not see a lot 
that goes on and they may occasionally err in 
their judgments, but always they act in good 
faith. There is no string-pulling, as is so often 
evident when the professional element is intro- 
duced to administer sporting rules.
